Ordinance No. 1040, a moratorium on parcel 
maps, subdivision maps, grading permits and 
building permits in the northern portion of the hill¬ 
side area of the city’s R-1-15000 zone, probably 
received the most attention at Tuesday evening’s 
Sierra Madre City Council meeting with nine locar 
residents and one Monrovia resident speaking for 
continuing the moratorium.

Dog killed'after 
falling off trail

Eight members of the Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team Monday, June 13, at II a.m. had a 
call that a dog had fallen over a 300-ft. cliff to the 
bottom of Little Santa Anita Canyon. 

The report indicated that the dog and its owner, 
Sara Van Wickle, had walked to First Water up 
Mt. Wilson Trail with a companion and another 
dog. While the dogs were playing on the trail, the 
Van Wickle dog fell over the cliff in the area about 
a mile up from the canyon. 

Rescuers responded quickly but when they 
reached the dog it had already died from injuries 
.sustained. 


Food distribution 

On Friday, June 24, government com¬ 
modities will be distributed in Sierra Madre 
at the Senior Citizens Center, Memorial Park, 
232 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 1 to 3 p.m., to 
Sierra Madre residents only. 

Eligible recipients must be low-income per¬ 
sons over 18 years of age. Only one alloca¬ 
tion per household is allowed no matter how 
many persons reside in that home. All persons 
will be required to show proof of residence 
and income eligibility by showing food stamp 
l.D., medical cards, welfare I.D., etc. Utility 
bills, California drivers licenses or l.D.s, etc. 
will be acceptable proofs of residence. Families 
who meet requirements will receive five pounds 
of American cheese, says Edward J. Wellman, 
government commodities distribution chairman 
for Sierra Madre. 


Citizens for a Safer Sierra Madre are responding 
to the Lawson Martins, who are in the process of 
purchasing 1(X) acres of land above the Chantry 
Flat Gate. The citizens, representing primarily 
pre sidents who live in the general area of the gate in 
northeastern Sierra Madre, note that the area on 
which the Martins plan to build has two earthquake 
fault lines located in the immediate area of the land 
which is now in escrow and should have completed 
escrow by October, 1988. 

I The citizens believe that information included 

in a special report by Douglas Morton, geologist, 
California Division of Mines and Geology in 1973, 
will have great impact on the Martins’ building plans. 

William Chilton brought The News pertinent 


information from the report which reads: “Regional 
geologic and seismic considerations indicate that the 
fault zones are active. The type of movement to 
be expected is reverse dip-slip. Magnitude of fault 
movement should be of the same order as the 
1971 San Fernando earthquake with similar ground 
rupture and attendant geologic phenomena. 

“Data obtained after the San Fernando earth¬ 
quake, including the nature and distribution of 
surface ruptures, the obscure nature of pre-existing 
reactivated faults in the valley alluvium and the 
potential in valley areas for low gradient (gentle 
slope) landslides, deserve particular attention in con¬ 
struction planning. Sites for critical structures in the

Possible scam in Sierra Madre 


The News received word of a possible scam 
in Sierra Madre as the result of an incident Satur¬ 
day noon in the Carter Avenue area. 

Two males, who identified themselves as em¬ 
ployees of painting contractors, approached a resi¬ 
dent, telling her that the city would pay $3500 
toward any fee for painting the inside and/or out¬ 
side of her home. 

They asked to go through the home and when 
the resident walked through after they had left, she 
noted that several drawers had been opened. She 
called the Sierra Made police who told her to call 
them the moment the painters returned, which was 
to be the beginning of the week. 

On Monday afternoon, two different males, 
identifying themselves as coming from the same 
company, approached the resident’s home. They 
were driving a Cadillac and a woman waited in the 
car for them. 

While the males and the resident chatted, a 
neighbor, who had been alterted Saturday and who 
had di.scussed the problem with the police, wrote 
down the license plate of the Cadillac. Police dis¬ 
covered later that it was a rented car. 

The neighbor came over to chat with them and 
obtained a professional card for a tree trimming 


company from them. They also gave her the pain 
ing contract which they had asked the resident t 
sign. 

The males informed the resident and the neigl 
bor that the city had agreed to pay the entire paim 
ing bill and that they had talked to a Mrs. Smit 
and Mrs. Johnson at the Sierra Madre City Hal 
There are no Sierra Madre city employees by thos 
names, the Sierra Madre women discovered later. 

The neighbor asked the two males if they ha 
worked in Sierra Madre before and they said the 
had done a house on Washington. Of course, ther 
is no Washington Street in Sierra Madre. 

By this time, the neighbor noticed that the ir 
truders were “becoming edgy” and they left imm< 
diately. 

At this point there is nothing the police cai 
do because no laws have been broken. The neigh 
bor says the contract was obviously a hoax an 
the police agree that this action was probably a scam 

Sierra Madreans, particularly older residents 
are urged not to sign any contracts, particular!' 
painting contracts, unless the wording has been care 
fully checked by a lawyer, a knowledgeable neigh 
bor or a member of the police department.

Caution... 


The News has received phone calls, 
visits and now an unsigned letter from “A 
Concerned Citizen" in Sierra Madre con¬ 
cerning the American Freedom Coalition 
which is located at 80 Sierra Madre Blvd. 
The News ran a story Thursday, Feb. 18 
about the group and immediately received 
a slap on the hand in a Letter to the Editor 
from a representative of the group in a 
following edition. 

Because the Sierra Madre News does 
not publish unsigned letters, we cannot 
quote the letter; however, since the ietter 
echos the sentiments of the many people 
who have complained of the group’s 
activity, we will pick out some of the 
representative phrases from the letter. 

One of the questions most asked: 
“How can you say you are pro family when 
you openly support the senseless murder 
of innocent women and children in 
Central America?” The letter continues 
(and citizens have asked The News): “By 
supporting the Contras, the American 
Freedom Coalition is saying ‘yes’ to 
a guerilla group whose sole strategy is to 
make any sort of ordinary existence im¬ 
possible for civilians . . . This strategy 
has been unsuccessful for seven years 
now, despite the fact that the U.S. 
government has been constantly pouring 
billions of doilars into aid and support 
for the Contras since the beginning.’’ 

The letter urges all citizens of Sierra 
Madre to consider very carefully what the 
ramifications will be of aliowing such a 
“hypocritical organization to reside in our 
midst and dispiay their propoganda on our 
main street.” 

Many onther Sierra Madreans have 
said almost these exact words to us. 

Robert J. Spitz, director of the Cali¬ 
fornia headquarters of American Freedom 
Coalition, charged Newsweek magazine 
of publishing “several misstatements” in 
the Feb. 15 piece about the group. 

Although Spitz said the coalition was 
not a part of CAUSA International, founded 
by Dr. Bo HI Pak, one of Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon’s “lieutenants,” he did say that it 
provided a “significant amount of voiun- 
teer assistance to our efforts.” 

American Freedom Coalition is oniy 
one year old and, as of February, had 
450,000 contributors who “are solicited 
through direct maii and demonstrations 
around the country.” 

CAUSA International chapters have 
sprouted in many universities around the 
nation and these representatives are often 
called “Moonies,” after the Rev. Moon. 

According to Reginald M. Alev of the 
Cult Awareness Network, Moon was con¬ 
victed in May 1982, for conspiracy to ob¬ 
struct justice, to make faise statements 
to government agencies and for tax evasion. 
Moon was ultimately jailed for 13 months 
in a Federal Prison in Danbury, CT.

A recent comment by 
a Planning Commissioner 
about how nice it would 
be if all City-owned 
lands in the hillside area 
could be zoned to zero 
development made me 
realize that 20 years is 
a long time and memories 
are short. 

When I was a member 
of the City Council, I 
authored an ordinance 
designating the hill¬ 
side and mountain 
lands owned by the City 
of Sierra Madre, in 
Little Santa Anita Can¬ 
yon, Orchard Camp and 
some 1000 acres of 
land contiguous thereto, 
as an Historical Wilder¬ 
ness Area. 

The Sierra Club and 
several other wilderness 
societies helped in 
providing wording that 
would ensure that this 
area would endure 
as a wilderness and 
dedicating it as a public 
park. 

‘The ordinance. No. 781, 
Was adopted on Jan. 10, 
1967. 

Thus, the city-owned 
hillside areas have been 
zoned to zero develop¬ 
ment for more than two 
decades. 

The commissioner was 
amazed when I called 
him, stating that nobody ! 
ever told him about this. ' 
It caused me to wonder ! 
if, indeed, anybody re- ' 
membered.

souls or spirits. Robins bring good luck, 
especially if one builds a nest near your home. 
And if a swallow’s nest is high, summer will 
be dry. But when a .swallow’s nest is low, 
then you can “safely reap and sow.” A canary 
brings joy and harmony to a home, yet a 
gull, often predicts doom, as well as the 
weather. 

Yet, I could not find any significant 
superstitions about the mocking bird. And 
where, I wondered, could this “American” 
bird have learned about the sound of a jungle? 
Birds are the best ventriloquists in the world. 

In fact, they sing from the lower end of their 
windpipe, and can appear to be far away, 
even though they are only outside your window 
on a Chinese Elm tree. I knew sleep would not 
come this early morning, so I opened the 
window and just listened, to the jungle noises 
outside my window in California!

In 1987 when the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Redevelopoment Agency approved 
Resolution No. 173 and 87-9 guaranteeing 
funding tor the Main Street Program for 
three years, they were saying: “We invite down¬ 
town business/property owners to join us in 
an active partnership to revitalize Sierra Madre’s 
downtown business district." 

It you go to City Hall and read the 
June 9, 1987 CRA minutes you won’t find 
the quote as I’ve state it. That’s how I para¬ 
phrase their action. 

I was not in the audience, although 
being a typical Sierra Madrean you may 
have been. Downtown revitalization is not new. 
Conversations about it, efforts to do it have 
been front page business news since way back 
when. 

Sierra Madre’s current involvement in 
downtown revitalization is an indirect result 
of a pilot program, the Nation Trust for 
Historic Preservation, headquartered in 
Washington, D.C., launched in 1977. 


Placing a full-time project manager in each 
of three small towns (populations of 38.0(X); 
50(X) and I3,(X)0), the trust told them to be 
“catalysts for change.” 

You might wonder if anything originated 
in Washington, D.C. could be good for small 
town USA. A 25 percent increase in sales 
tax revenue and a store occupancy rate increase 
in another and a store occupancy rate increase 
of 95 percent in the third suggested the trust 
was on to something good, or incredibly lucky. 

The trust then intrrxluced the program to six 
slates, which expanded to 21. California climbed 
on board in October, 1985, passing Assembly 
Bill No. 2483, creating a Main Street Program 
within the Department of Commerce. 

The Main Street program is intended to 
forge a series of parnerships among and bet¬ 
ween the public and private sectors of Sierra 
Madre; to stimulate and coordinate activities 
that retain existing businesses, attract new busi¬ 
ness investment, restore building facades; to act 
as advocate for downtown and implement 
long-term, comprehensive revitalization 
strategies that encourage economic development 
within the context of historic preservation. 

By the way, my name is Ron Hutson. 
I’m project manager of Sierra Madre’s self- 
initiated Main Street Program. This is the first 
shot at a weekly column devoted to telling the 
Main Street story. 

As we speak, read actually, people are 
gathering at City Hall (if it’s after 5 p.m. on 
Wednesday, June 15) to participate in a Main ^ 
Street Workshop. Come on down. Share your . 
ideas. Become part of this new partnership. \

valley and hillside dcvclopmeiii should lake into 
eonsidcralion seeondary earlhtiuake elleels such as 
landsliding.” 

Chilton has provided a copy of Tenialive Parcel 
Map No. 19854 which reveals ihe topography of 
the land upon which the Marlins plan to build. That 
copy is located nearby. The Planning Commission 
will conduct a public hearing this evening, June 16 
at 7:.J() p.in. at city hall. The News was not aware 
ol this hearing until after the publication of last 
week’s issue. 

Lawson and Annette Martin plan a four-lot 
subdivision. They request a common driveway rather 
than a dedicated or future street for access for pro¬ 
posed lots 1, 2 and .L 

The citizens rebut the May 17 letter sent by the 
Martins to Sierra Madre City Council, in which 
they request a partial exclusion from the Hillside 
Ordinance Moratorium of May 10. Lhe moratorium 
was extended for another 90 days at Tuesday eve¬ 
nings City Council meeting. 

Bill Chilton, a member of Citizens for a Safer 
Sierra Madre, says the site for the proposed building 
is now developed site as claimed. The flattened 
area is simply a slice taken by the County Mood 
Control District when they built the dam, according 
to the citizens. The site would require considerable 
cut, fill and compacting even for one house, “let 
alone four,” he says. 

Chilton also contended that the existing road 
leading to Chantry Flat, which is the Martins’ 
access road, would have to be widened, possibly 
into the existing fault line causing an additional 
hazard as well as temporary blockage for emer¬ 
gency veheiles in the high fire hazard area. 

He also says that water runoff and slides pose 
a dangerous situation for the residents below the 
proposed building. 

There is no water or sewer hookup at the site. 
Standard measures for a water hydrant is 178 psi 
static and 658 gallons per minute flow at the hydrant. 

Soil testing and geological survey should be 
done prior to granting site plans, Chilton contends. 
“How does anyone know if the mountainside can 
support even one home?” He cites an example 
that at Sunrise Hill (also located in the upper areas 
of Sierra Madre) "one home is sinking one inch 
per year. Another is cracking and one home had 
to be destroyed during the initial development due 
to the inability of the hillside to support the homes.” 

The Citizens for a Sater Sierra Madre, as a 
group, wrote a letter to the City Council May 31 and 
the letter refutes many of the points made by the 
Martins in their earlier letter. 

“The first and most significant harm to the 
community from Mr. Martin’s proposed develop¬ 
ment is that it will seriously imperil the continued 
viability of the Chantry Flat gate. Mr. Martin does 
not tell you, but he knows that the gate will not 


work well — if at all — if his four houses are 
allowed to be built behind the gate. As we noted 
previously, closing the gate at night has meatit a 
dramatic decrease in accidents on Chantry Flat road 
and has eliminated the use of the park as a haven 
lor drug abuse. 

“There is another significant safety risk to the 
community from Mr. MartitTs proposed develop¬ 
ment — the risk that his houses will come tumbling 
down the mountaiti in the next mudslide. Agaiti, 
Mr. Martin does not tell you in his letter that the 
portion of his lOO-acre parcel that he is asking lor 
an exemption is located directly above a number ol 
homes on very itnstable ground . . . Mr. Martin also 
closes his eyes to this safety risk. 

“ riiere is a tremendous fire risk to Mr. Martin’s 
development. It is (1) located in a brush lire zone; 
(2) iti an area that will be difficult for the Fire 
Department to reach (particularly if the gate is 
closed); and most significantly (3) in an area that 
will be nearly impossible to fight fires in because 
of the lack of adequate water pressure.” 

Fhis group of citizens points out that the Martins 
are not yet owners of the property. “We suggest 
you make Mr. Martin produce his contract and 
escrow instruction as a first step of backing up his 
claim of ‘financial disaster.’ ” (The Martins had 
urged the council to exempt them from the Hillside 
Ordinance sitiee it would be a “financial disaster” 
to them if they are forced to comply with such an

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Kinch said, “We have lived behind sandbags 
in the winter. It looks like a war zone up there. 
There has been tremendous noise; oaks are des¬ 
troyed; valleys are filled in; and there is tre¬ 
mendous dust from the truck traffic. The winds 
have changed since the mountainsides have changed 
and dust comes out of the canyon like it’s out of 
a shotgun.” 

Fred Crockett said he was “not in opposi¬ 
tion of the moratorium but 1 do feel that three 
lots I purchased in April (should be allowed an 
exemption) from the moratorium. I feel the lots are 
flat basically; the fault zone is 300 feet north . . . 
At no point during escrow was a moratorium 
suggested . . . (the land) is geologically stable, 

I have approved building permits for one resi¬ 
dence and I’d like an exemption for the other two 
lots,” he appealed. 

Lawson Martin, whose 100-acre proposed pur¬ 
chase above Chantry Flat gate has created quite 
a stir to residents all over Sierra Madre, also ap¬ 
pealed for an exemption for the four homes he 
hopes to build above the moratorium cutoff area 
decreed by the council at the last meeting. 

“1 do intend to have safe, responsible, high 
grade homes. They are not of high density, tract,” 
he said. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler said she did not 
feel a public hearing was an appropriate arena for 
those who own property.” Councilman Andrew 
Roy Buchan said, “We’re here to stop all pio¬ 
neering development.” And it was Councilman 
George Maurer who made the motion for the 
mejratiDrium extension for 90 more days. 

The council also voted to extend the mora- 
toriurn on building heights in excess of 30 feet in 
the C-1 zone for 90 more days. It was extended 
for 45 days on Apr. 26 after having been adopted 
Mar. 8. This is the third and final extension. 

Where is Wildan? 

Mayor ProTem Bruce Crow began asking more 
questions about Wildan and Associates, the con¬ 
sulting firm hired by the city to complete plans for 
the Mariposa parking lot. A1 W'arot, representative 
of the firm, was not present at the meeting as he 
had promised. 

“We told him (A1 Warot) that if five agree¬ 
ments (from landlprds) were not signed by the end 
of May we would expect him to bring in a vice 
president from his company to tell us why the work 
had not been accomplished. Here it is, mid-June. 
Nothing Imgbeen ^gned. We are looking at two 
to three mt gA s just to get started. Is that the best 
they can It looks to me like they have very 
little interest (in Sierra Madre and the parking lot). 
His credibility is very low.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea pointed out 
that Terry Sanderson, owner of The Only Place 
In Town Restaurant, did not want a ramp near 
his business becau.se he did not want to assume 
liability of skateboarders getting hurt. He agreed 
to a .stairwell, however. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai said, “W'e have to get 
an immediate answer from Warot. Let’s get a writ¬ 
ten memo with an update,” he instructed McRea. 
Holcombe to Planning Commission 

Whilma Holcombe was appointed to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission to fiH one vacancy. Mayor Bar¬ 
tolai reappointed Robert Hansen, Rex smith and 
Betty Garvin to the Sierra Madre Commission on 
Aging, Inc. He also reappointed Fran Garbaccio to 
the Library Board of Trustees and announced that 
there was still one opening.

2. Create a 4-hour parking 
limit in the Mariposa 
and Auburn (which is 
north of Sierra Madre 
Blvd.) blots. This would 
allow people to shop, 
gel their hair done, 
have lunch, etc., and the 
parking problem could 
be eliminated. 

3. The Police Dept, 
should enforce these time 
limits, both on the 
streets and the parking 
lots.
